This process requires you to download an executable file (e.g., jre-1_5_0_02-windows-

i586-p.exe, appx. 15.2 Mb size) that includes all the files needed for the complete
installation. You do not need to remain connected to the Internet during the installation.
The file can also be copied to a computer that is not connected to the Internet.

Download and Install
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Go to java.com
Click Manual Download under Get Java Software.
Click Download next to Windows (Offline Installation).
The File Download dialog box appears.
Choose the folder location. (Save the file to a known location on your computer,
for example, to your desktop).
Click Save.
The Save As dialog box appears.
If you have previously downloaded this version of JRE, you may be prompted:
File jre-1_5_0_02-windows-i586-p.exe already exists. Do you want to replace
it?
Click Yes to replace.
Verify that the:
O Name of the file is jre-1_5_0_02-windows-i586-p.exe
O Size is approximately 15.2 MB
Close all applications including the browser.
Double-click on the saved file icon to start the installation process.

The installer "unpacks" the files needed to continue. A dialog box tracks this process,
which takes less than a minute. After briefly displaying a logo splash screen, the installer
presents the license agreement.
